Implementation of executing two graphical program concurrently is disclosed by Kodoskv in US patent 5 t 475.851 (figure 150). 
See also the teaching of sub-VI in the incorporated US 5.301,336. In response to applicant's reguest a support document 
teaching the concept of displaying the outputs of the first and second graphical program in a single interface, it has been held 
that obviousness can also be derived from the teaching of the reference without being expresslly suggested by the reference 
itself. Further, it should help to clarify that the claimed limitation "a single graphical user interface" is being interpreted a a 
single graphical interface screen, which may have more than one graphical user interface element, and the outputs of the 
programs can be displayed in a same or different user interface elements. Washington's teaches the generating and executing 
of multiple graphical data flow programs as set forth in the rejection (0103. 0109. 01 10). In respone to the argument that a " 
single node does not constitute a graphical program, a node can be a sub-VI or sub-program, which is an integrated program.
